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HISTORY 

THE  EBELL  SOCIETY  of  the  Santa  Ana  Val- 
ley owes  Its  plan  of  organization  and  its  in- 
spiration to  the  Ebell  of  Oakland,  Califor- 
nia, which  was  founded  by  Dr.  Ebell,  of  Berlin,  in 
1876.  This  gentleman  was  convinced  that  the  great 
need  of  the  feminine  mind  was  the  systematic 
study  of  the  exact  sciences,  including  music,  art 
and  languages.  He  therefore  founded  an  "Interna- 
tional Academy,"  with  headquarters  in  Berlin,  de- 
signing to  establish  "chapters"  all  over  the  world. 
The  first  of  these  was  the  result  of  a  lecture  de- 
livered by  him  in  Oakland.  Dr.  Ebell,  dying  short- 
ly after  this,  the  Oakland  ladies  decided  to  change 
their  name  to  the  Ebell  Society,  and  to  sever  its 
connection  with  Berlin.  The  following  year  the 
system  of  study  in  classes  was  inaugurated,  which 
has  secured  the  permanence  and  success  of  the  in- 
stitution. In  1894,  several  members  of  the  Oak- 
land society  who  had  moved  to  Southern  California 
united  with  the  Los  Angeles  ladies  to  form  an 
Ebell  Society  there.  A  month  later  the  Ebell 
Society  of  the  Santa  Ana  Valley  was  organized  at 
a  meeting  called  by  Mrs.  W.  S.  Bartlett,  and  held 
in  the  parlors  of  Mrs.  J.  R.  Medlock,  in  Santa  Ana. 
Forty  ladies  were  present.  The  following  officers 
were  elected:

THE  YEAR'S  WORK 

The  Ebell  Society  of  the  Santa  Ana  Valley  has 
had  another  year  of  successful  work — of  interest- 
ing and  instructive  progranis,  of  steady  growth  in 
membership  and  classes,  of  financial  prosperity  and 
increasing  interest   in  philanthropic  work. 

Early  in  the  club  year  a  play,  entitled  "Esmer- 
alda,'' was  given  by  local  talent  under  the  aus- 
pices of  the  Ebell,  which  added  $202.50  to  the  fund 
for  the  new  club-house. 

An  Art  iiixhibit  held  during  the  Carnival  of  Pro- 
ducts, in  charge  of  a  special  committee,  with  Miss 
Sedalia  Cubbison  as  chairman,  netted  $88.17; 
while  the  Young  Ladies'  Travelers'  Section,  Miss 
Gertrude  Montgomery,  chairman,  decorated  a  beau- 
tiful and  artistic  float  for  the  Floral  Parade  for 
which  the  Ebell  was  awarded  a  banner  and  a  prize 
of  $25.  Twice  during  tne  year  the  Ebell  has  re- 
sponded to  the  call  to  assist  the  religious  organiza- 
tions of  Santa  Ana  in  entertaining  state  conven- 
tions, by  serving  meals  to  delegates;  and  by  so 
doing  has  added  $372.17  to  the  club-house  fund. 

The  club  is  greatiy  indebted  to  the  chairmen  of 
the  committees  who  had  charge  of  this  work, 
Mesdames  Wehrly,  Winbigler,  Leihy,  Getty,  Riggs 
and  Collver  and  their  faithful  corps  of  assistants. 

In  March  the  Ebell  moved  from  the  Elks'  Hall 
on  Fourth  street,  where  the  meetings  had  been 
held  for  seven  years,  to  the  commodious  auditor- 
ium in  the  new  Elks'  Hall  on  Sycamore  street, 
from  whence  we  hope  to  make  our  next  move  into 
our  own  club-house. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Ebell,  97  sacks  of  or- 
anges were  shipped  to  the  President  of  the  Los 
Angeles  district  to  aid  in  supplying  oranges  to  the 
needj'  children  of  Los  Angeles. 

Another  philanthropic  work,  the  Ebell  Day  Nur- 
sery, has  developed  into  such  importance  that  a 
special   report  of  it  is  given  in  this  year  book. 

The  Education  Committee  sent  the  ten  cent 
per  capita  tax  to  the  University  Club-House  Fund 
at  Berkeley  and  issued  invitations  to  all  teachers 
of  Orange,  Santa  Ana  and  Tustin  to  attend  one  of 
the   regular  meetings  of  the  Ebell. 

The  Club  contributed  to  the  sufferers  of  the 
Times  disaster,  sent  a  Christmas  box  to  the  In- 
dians and  gave  $25  to  the  school  children  of  Santa 
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Ana  to  aid  them  in  securing  pictures  for  their 
school  rooms. 

Forty  new  members  joined  the  club  during  the 
year  and  three  new  classes  for  study  were 
organized,  one  new  Literature  and  two  more 
Household  Economics  classes.  The  General  Cura- 
tor, Miss  Cubbison,  reports  that  great  interest  has 
been  shown  in  the  study  departments  throughout 
the  year. 

The  garden  fete  at  the  home  of  Miss  Stella 
Preble,  which  was  given  under  the  able  manage- 
ment of  Mrs.  H.  D.  Connell,  was  a  success  finan- 
cially as  well  as  socially  and  netted  the  society  the 
sum  of  $204.12,  making  the  total  amount  on  hand 
in  the  club-house  building  fund  $1360.55. 


THE  EBELL  DAY-NURSERY 

When  Probation  Officer  Scott  called  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Ebell  Society 
to  the  need  of  a  Day  Nursery  in  Santa  Ana,  a  com- 
mittee was  appointed  to  investigate  the  matter 
and  report  to  the  general  society.  As  an  outcome 
oi  this  investigation,  the  club  voted  to  take  up  this 
worli  and  a  committee  of  eleven  members  was  ap- 
pointed to  have  charge  of  this  branch  of  the  phil- 
anthropic work  of  the  club. 

Through  the  untiring  efforts  of  this  committee 
a  Day  Nursery  was  opened  July  1st,  at  311  East 
Fifth  street,  where  it  will  remain  until  a  more  de- 
sirable location  can  be  secured.  It  is  in  charge  of 
a  very  able  matron,  Mrs.  A.  A.  Jones,  who  is  on 
duty  from  6:30  a.  m.   to  6  p.  m. 

The  report  for  tlie  summer  months  shows  thirty- 
two  children  enrolled  with  an  average  daily  at- 
tendance of  seven. 

The  terms  decided  upon  by  the  committee  are  ten 
cents  per  day  for  the  children  of  working  women 
and  thirty-five  cents  for  those  taken  for  accom- 
modation. 

The  matron  gives  the  children  a  hot  lunch  of 
wholesome  food  at  11  a.  m.  and  a  light  lunch  at 
4  p.  m.  Each  member  of  the  Ebell  is  asked  to  do- 
nate one  jar  of  fruit  or  jelly  during  the  year. 

Here  also  is  an  opportunity  to  dispose  of  old 
clothing  that  is  clean  and  whole,  for  the  matron 
will   see  that  it  goes  to   the   right  persons. 

The  children  are  taught  cleanliness,  manners 
and  morals  and  how  to  do  useful  things  about  the 
house.  All  their  play  is  supei-vised  and  each  child 
is  given  the  careful  personal  attention  which  a 
mother  would  give  in  the  home. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  committee,  the  Nur- 
sery has  been  furnished  by  contributions  from  Ebell 
members,  merchants,  and  other  public-spirited 
citizens. 

Funds  for  the  expenses  have  been  solicited  from 
Ebell  members,  but  as  yet  only  enough  regular 
contributors  have  been  secured  to  pay  half  the  ex- 
penses. Members  or  others  who  wish  to  help  who 
have  not  been  solicited,  or  who  have  waited  to  see 
the  real  need  of  this  institution  in  Santa  Ana,  will 
please  confer  with  any  member  of  the  committee. 
This  is  a  work  in  which  the  Ebell  should  take  the 
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greatest  pride  and  it  is  the  liope  of  the  committee 
that  every  member  may  become  personally  inter- 
ested, for  it  fulfills  one  of  the  purposes  for  which 
this  club  was  founded,  "the  pi'omotion  of  tlie  best 
interests  of  tlie  community."

ARTICLES  OF  INCORPORATION 

Know  all  men  by  these  presents:  That  we,  the 
undersigned  citizens  and  residents  of  the  State  of 
California,  do  hereby,  voluntarily  associate  our- 
selves togetlier  for  the  purpose  of  incorporating 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  a  private 
corporation. 

And  ■we  do  hereby  certify: 

First — That  the  name  of  said  corporation  is  "The 
Ebell  Society  of  the  Santa  Ana  Valley." 

Second — Tliat  the  purpose  for  which  said  cor- 
poration is  formed  is  for  the  mutual  improvement 
of  its  members  in  literature,  art,  social  culture,  and 
the  discussion  of  the  vital  questions  of  the  day; 
also,  to  acquire  by  gift,  legacy,  purchase  or  other- 
wise, property,  both  real  and  personal,  required  for 
the  effective  carrying  out  the  above  named  purpose; 
also  to  hold,  mortgage,  sell  or  otherwise  legally 
convey  such  property  so  acquired. 

Third — Tliat  the  place  where  the  principal  busi- 
ness of  said  corporation  is  to  be  transacted  is  San- 
ta  Ana,    Orange   County,    California. 

Fourth — That  the  term  for  which  said  corpora- 
tion is  to  exist  is  fifty  years  from  and  after  the 
date  of  its  incorporation.

BY-LAWS 

ARTICLE  I 

The  incorporate  name  of  this  society  shall  be 
The  Ebell  Society  of  the  Santa  Ana  Valley. 

ARTICLE  II 

The  object  of  this  society  is  advancement  in  all 
lines  of  general  culture  and  the  promotion  of  the 
best  interests  of  the  community. 

ARTICLE  III 

The  ofiicers  of  tliis  society  shall  be  a  President, 
two  Vice-Presidents,  Recording  Secretary,  Cor- 
responding Secretary,  Treasurer  and  General  Cura- 
tor. These  officers  with  a  Board  of  Seven  Direc- 
tors (one  of  whom  shall  be  the  President)  shall 
constitute   the   Executive   Committee. 

An  Honorary  President  shall  be  elected  at  the 
discretion  of  the  society. 

ARTICLE  IV 
Powers  and   Duties  of  Directors 

Section  1.  The  powers  of  this  corporation,  ex- 
cept as  herein  otherwise  provided  in  the  By-Laws, 
are  vested  in  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Directors  shall  control 
all  permanent  financial  matters  and  other  estab- 
lished affairs  that  pertain  to  the  life,  welfare,*  and 
methods  of  the  society. 

Section  3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  be  the 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section   4.      Resolutions   passed    by   the    Directors 
shall  be  handed  in  writing  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee to  be  entered  on  their  minutes. 
ARTICLE  V 

Powers  and  Duties  of  the  Executive  Committee 

Section  1.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  ar- 
range and  control  the  current  affairs  of  the  society, 
receive  the  reports  of  all  committees  and  act  upon 
them. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  incur 
no  indebtedness  beyond  the  necessary  current  ex- 
"penses  of  the  society. 

Section  3.  Five  men^bers  shall  constitute  a  quor- 
um. 

Section  4.     Any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  Execu- 


tive  Committee  (except  that  of  President)  shall  be 
filled  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  5.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  be 
the  Secretary  of  the  Executive  Committee  and 
shall  report  all  matters  of  interest  to  the  general 
society. 

ARTICLE  VI 
Duties   of   Officers 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  be  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  and  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, shall  preside  at  all  meetings,  call  all  spe- 
cial meetings  and  appoint  all  standing  committees. 

In  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  President,  her 
duties  shall  be  assumed  by  the  Vice-Presidents  in 
the  order  of  their  rank. 

Section  2.  — The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep 
a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  society,  receive 
all  money  for  dues  and  pay  it  over  to  the  Treasurer, 
sign  all  bills  and  corporation  papers,  issue  mem- 
bership cards  to  all  members,  act  on  the  Year  Book 
Committee  and  make  an  annual  report  to  the 
society. 

Section  3.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall 
attend  to  the  correspondence  of  the  society,  keep 
the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  issue 
all  notices  ordered  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of 
all  the  funds  of  the  society;  shall  pay  all  bills 
audited  by  the  Executive  Committee,  and  make  a 
monthly  and  annual  report  of  all  money  received, 
disbursed  and  amount  on   hand. 

Section  5.  The  dutj'  of  the  General  Curator  shall 
be  the  organization  and  fostering  of  sections.  She 
shall  receive  applications  for  the  formation  of  new 
sections  and  shall  keep  herself  informed  of  the 
general  character  of  the  work  of  each  section  and 
make  a  report  of  the  same  at  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  society. 

ARTICLE  VII 

Standing  Committees 

Section  1.  Chairmen  of  the  Standing  Committees 
shall  constitute  an  Advisory  Board  for  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

Standing  committees  shall  be: 

(1)  House  Committee.  (2)  Entertainment  Com- 
mittee,  (3)  Press  Committee,   (4)  Auditing  Commit- 
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tee,   (5)  Flower  Committee,   (6)  Education  Commit- 
tee,   (7)   Day  Nursery   Committee. 

Section  2.  The  House  Committee  shall  have 
charge  of  club  rooms,  attend  to  the  decorating  and 
seating,  and  assist  the  Entertainment  Committee 
on  all  social  occasions. 

The  chairman  of  the  House  Committee  shall  act 
as  doorkeeper  and  appoint  the  ushers. 

Section  3.  The  Entertainment  Committee  shall 
have  charge  of  all  social  occasions  and  buy  all 
supplies  ordered  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Press  Committee  shall  attend  to 
the  necessary  printing  of  notices  and  report  all 
meetings  for  the  press. 

Section  5.  The  Auditing  Committee  shall  audit 
the  annual  report  of  the  Treasurer  and  report  the 
same  at  the  annual  ineeting. 

Section  6.  The  Flower  Committee  shall  attend 
to  the  sending  of  suitable  memorials  for  deceased 
members. 

Section  7.  The  Education  Committee  shall  keep 
the  club  in  touch  with  the  Educational  interests  of 
the  community  and  work  for  the  advancement  of 
such  interests. 

Section  b.  The  Day  Nursery  Committee  shall 
have  entire  control,  manage-inent  and  oversight  of 
the  Day  Nursery  established  by  this  society,  with 
power  to  devise  ways  and  means  for  paying  the 
expenses  of  the  same;  but  no  indebtedness  or  lia- 
bility incurred  shall  be  binding  upon  the  society 
unless  such  expense  has  been  authorized  in  detail 
by  the  Executive  Committee. 

ARTICLE  VIII 
Membership 

Section  1.  All  applications  for  membership  shall 
be  presented  to  the  Executive  Committee,  endorsed 
by  three  members  in  good  standing  who  shall  be 
personally  responsible  for  applicant. 

Section  2.  No  application  for  membership  shall 
be  acted  upon  by  the  Executive  Committee  unless 
accompanied  by  the  admission  fee  and  dues  for  the 
year. 

Section  3.  Honorary  life  membership  in  this 
society  may  be  given  by  vote  of  the  society  in 
recognition  of  distinguished  services.  Such  hon- 
orary membership  shall  confer  all  rights  and  privi- 
leges of  ordinary  meinbership  without  payment  of 
dues. 


ARTICLE  IX 
Dues  and  Fees 

Section  1.  The  menilsership  fee  shaii  be  five 
dollars  ($5.00).  The  annual  dues  shall  be  two  dol- 
lars  ($2.00). 

Section  2.  The  annual  dues  shall  be  paid  on  or 
before  the  regular  October  meeting,  and  any  inera- 
ber  who  is  in  arrears  November  first  sliall  be  noti- 
lied  by  the  Secretary  and  if  she  still  be  in  arrears 
at  tlie  November  meeting,  slie  shall  be  considered 
suspended   from   membersliip. 

Section  3.  New  members  who  sliall  be  received 
after  Marcli  first  shall  pay  tlae  regular  member- 
ship fee  and  one-half  the  annual  dues  for  tlie  re- 
mainder of  the  current  year. 

Section  4.  Members  who  have  been  suspended 
for  non-payment  of  dues  may  be  restored  to  mem- 
bership upon  payment  of  baclv  dues  provided  such 
members  are  not  in  arrears  for  more  than  one 
year. 

ARTICLE  X 

Time  of   Meetings 

Section  1.  Except  during  the  months  of  Decem- 
ber, July  and  August,  a  regular  meeting  of  the 
society  shall  take  place  on  tlie  last  Saturday  of 
each  month  at  2:30  p.  m.  for  business,  general  in- 
struction and  social  purposes. 

Section  2.  A  regular  ineeting  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  shall  take  place  on  the  Monday  preceding 
the  regular  meetings  of  the  society,  at  2  p.   m. 

Section  3.  A  regular  meeting  of  tlie  Executive 
Committee  sliall  take  place  on  tlie  Monday  pre- 
ceding the  regular  meetings  of  the  society,  at  2:30 
p.   m. 

ARTxCLE  XI 

Elections 

Section  1.  The  annual  meeting  for  tlie  election 
of  directors  and  officers  for  the  ensuing  year  shall 
be  held  on  tlie  last  Saturday  in  April  at  the  regu- 
lar meeting  of  the  society. 

Section  2.  Elections  shall  be  by  ballot  and  a  ma- 
jority of  all  votes  cast  shall  be  necessary  for  elec- 
tion. 

Section  3.  Nominations  shall  be  made  by  taking 
an  informal  ballot,  the  three  names  receiving  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  to  be  considered  the  for- 
mal nominees  for  that  office. 


Section  4.  All  ofRcers  and  directors  shall  be 
elected  for  a  term  of  one  year.  They  shall  assume 
their  duties  July  first. 

Section  5.     No  member  shall  be  eligible  for  elec- 
tion to  the  same  office,  excepting  that  of  Treasurer, 
for  more   than   two   consecutive   terms. 
ARTICi:.E  XII 

All  communications  on  business  shall  be  in  writ- 
ing. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

Not    less    than    twenty-five    meinbers    shall    con- 
stitute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
ARTICLE  XIV 

These  By-Laws  may  be  repealed  or  amended,   or 

new   By-Laws   adopted   at  any   regular   meeting   by 

a    two-thirds   vote   of   those    present,    notice   of   the 

same  having  been  given  a  month  previous. 

ARTICLE  XV 

Class   Rules 

Section  1.  The  study  of  special  subjects  inay  be 
carried  on  in  sections  formed  and  managed  ac- 
cording to  the  following  rules: 

Rule  I.  All  members  of  sections  must  be  mem- 
bers of  the  main  society.  Gentlemen  may  be  ad- 
mitted to  evening  classes  on  in\ltation  of  members. 

Rule  II.  A  leader  for  each  section  shall  be 
chosen  by  the  members  of  the  section,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  General  Curator.  Her  duties 
shall  be  to  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  section, 
plan  the  course  of  study  and  make  an  annual  re- 
port of  the  study  and  advancement  of  the  section 
to  the  General  Curator  at  least  two  weeks  before 
the  annual  meeting  in  June. 

Rule  III.  Special  teachers  may  be  employed  by 
sections. 

Rule  rv.  No  section  shall  have  power  to  incur 
any  indebtedness  or  liability  binding  upon  the  so- 
ciety, but  shall  defray  all  of  its  expenses  not  auth- 
orized in  detail  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Rule  V.  Sections  with  a  limited  membership 
shall  receive  new  members  in  the  order  in  which 
applications  to  such  sections  have  been  made  to 
the  General  Curator. 

ARTICLE   XVI 

All  meetings  of  this  society  and  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  shall  be  governed  by  Roberts' 
Rules  of  Order. 
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ARTICLE  XVII 
Any  of  these  Bj'-Laws  may  be  suspended  at  any 
regular  meeting  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  those  pres- 
ent, provided  a  quorum  is  present  to  transact  busi- 
ness. 

Rules  Governing   Guests 

Each  member  shall  be  privileged  to  invite  three 
resident  guests  during  the  year  to  the  regular 
meetings.  No  one  eligible  to  membership  shall  be 
invited  more  than  once  during  the  year  by  the 
same  person.  The  Membership  Card  shall  be 
punched  once  for  each  guest.  Non-resident  guests 
may  be  invited  at  any  regular  meeting  on  applica- 
tion to  the  Executive  Committee  for  Guest  Cards. 
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
